This month one of Bushwick's most talented and certainly most versatile teachers 
steps into the Bulletin Spotlight. 

Teaching chemistry was not Mr. Breslau's life-long ambition. Upon graduation 
from Thomas Jefferson High School, where he was captain of the school swimming 
team, he attended college during the Depression. 

He went on to receive his bachelor's and Master’s degrees. His career included 
two years as a chemist and a four year stay in the army during W.W. II. 

Mr. Breslau has worked for the Board of Education as lab assistant and swim¬ 
ming teacher. He began his teaching career here in Bushwick in 1948, the same year in 
which he was married. His wife is a psychiatric social worker, who works for special 


reading services. They have a 13 year old 
daughter. 

Varies Activities 

Mr. Breslau taught at Queen's College 
for four years. During the summers of 
1960 and 1961 he served on the staff of the 
University of Rochester as liason officer of 
National Science Foundation Institutes for 
High School Science Teachers. 

He is the co-author of a game called “El- 
emento,” published by the Science Material 
Center, and has also received an award from 
the American Optical Company for planning a 
lab experiment on microscopic observation of 
the growth of crystals. 

After running a dancing club at school for 
a year and a half, Mr. Breslau became G.O. 
adviser, a post which he held for eight years. 
He was also the lateness coordinator for one 
and a half years. 

Mr. Breslau is proud of the chemistry set-up 
in Room 522. He has also modernized the 
teaching of certain topics in chemistry. He is 
making sound tapes to accompany filmstrips. 

Wins Award 

In 1963, he received the Nichols Foundation 
Chemistry Teacher Award, granted to the out¬ 
standing teacher of high school chemistry. The 
award of $1000 was “for outstanding contribu¬ 
tions to chemistry through inspirational teach¬ 
ing and professional activities.” 

The award is given every year by the New 
York Section of the American Chemical Society 
on the basis of records and recommendations 
from distinguished individuals that the chem¬ 
istry teacher has been affiliated with.

The nominee’s record includes scholarship, 
self-improvement studies, publications, awards 
and honors, activities in his own school, as well 
as those outside of school, and other qualifica¬ 
tions.

Mr. Breslau is looking forward to new 
horizons as he continues his studies and teach¬ 
ing. The teachers and students of Bushwick 
are indeed proud to have such a prominent 
teacher among their faculty.

Dwyer’s score was 
not counted. These scores were points 
scored out of a possible 500. 

Bushwick scored a total of 1,572 
points and might have come in third 
if it had not been for a broken shoe 
lace on Ted D’Amico’s sneaker. Be¬ 
cause of the broken shoe lace, 
D’Amico had to run in stocking feet 
which slowed him down considerably. 
The team needed only four points to 
get third place. 


The third place team, Bronx Vo¬ 
cational High School, finished with a 
score of 1,576 points. 

The Bushwick team’s individual 
performances showed a marked im¬ 
provement over the showing of last 
year’s team. 

The contest, which is sponsored an¬ 
nually by the U.S. Marine Corps, is 
the same test given to applicants to 
the Corps. A similar test is adminis¬ 
tered to Bushwick students in the 
fall as part of the program of the 
Health Education Department.
